taxes from the Central Pacific Bail- 
road on an assessment of $9,000 per 
mile. 
They have paid them this

promised to do HO in tho future. For 
yeara tho Central Pacific Railroad 
contended and insisted that $6,000 
per mile was all the road was worth 
for taxable purposes, and refused to 
pay on »ore. Washoe county, on 
her part, would not allow this cor- 
poration, gigantic though it was, to 
Set itself above the law of which it 
was only a creature, and maintained 
•that $6,000 per milo was too low a 
valuation for a road which actually 
cost, it is supposed, $50,000 a mile, 


• though the company claim ' that it 
cost more than twioa that amount, 
and for years tho railroad and county 
fought each 
well kuown. 


other. The result ia 
Washoe county, after 


years 
of 
litigation, 
came 
off 


victorious, and the railroad was com- 
pelled to pay its just proportion of 
the taxes of the county. According 
to a recent statement, tho gross earn- 
ings of the Pacific branch of the 
overland railroad for tho nine months 
ending September 30th, 1875, aggre- 
gated 838,216,000. 
Allow half of 


this for expenses, and then reckon 
what interest the balance pays on the 
investment, ami you, who think this 
road is assessed too high, will get 


tho property. Wo have written this 
article for the purpose of directing 
the attention of the people of Hum- 
boldt, Lyon, Churchill, Lander and 
Elko counties, and the Assessors and 
Boards of Commissioners thereof, BO 
that next year they may profit by the 
victory that Wualioe has gained, and 
and assess the railroad at $9,000 per 
mile, BO that the rate may be uni- 
form in every county through which 
<the road runs in the State of Nevada. 
The great principle has been estab- 
lished that the theory of "$6,000 per 
mile" cannot be forced upon the peo- 
ple, and certainly the company will 
not object to paying on nine thou- 
sand.

Commissioner Burdett, of the Gen 


«r»l Land Office, will in his forth- 
coming report strongly recommend 
that all timber land offered by Gov- 
ernment be appraised and thrown

He is of opin- 
ion that unless they are thus placed 
tinder private guardianship the fine 
forests of the country will soon be

ber, while tho Government derives 
no revenue from its property and the

worthless land west of the 100th 
meridian, and ' suggests that only 
such tracts be minutely surveyed an 
have attractions for settlers.
